PECULIARITIES OF PA.SAMINT. 


We happened yesterday to meet with 


a gentleman, of our acquaintance who 
had lately returned from Panamint. His 
graphic description of the characteristic 
outlines of the new camp and approaches 
thereto, ore worthy of biief mention. ^ 


He went there by tho way of the San 


Joaquin Valley railrond and Buckley's 
stage line. He hitys,tUnt tho route from 
the end of tho rai 
Walker's Pass ut i 
down on to a plain; then conies the 
Argus fi.nl State ranges ol mountains, 
with low valleys or plains, before the 
Pnnamint range is reached. 
He de- 


scribes the series of mountain forma- 
tions as much alike with respect to out- 
line. For instance, the Coast and Sierra 
ranges come together at the head waters 
of the San Joaquin not aolike a horse- 
shoe, or loop, and the succession of 
range formations beyond arc of the 
same character, being jutted at intervals 
with portions of the Mo.jave, or Colorado 
desert. He characterizes tho whole road 
as the most desert-like he ever traveled, 
and he is very experienced in that re- 
spect. 


The Argus and State ranges, are in- 


ferior in hight to the Panamint, which 
looms up only less in altitude to that of 
the Sierra. Ther.e are peaks in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Jhe new mines that 
are eleven thousand feet high. 


It is of the immediate approach to tho 


mining locality that we desire to speak. 
Our informant says that it is most like 
itself of any place he ever saw. At the 
debouch of the canyon leading up to the 
mines, there is a mighty dump of earth, 
gravel and bowlders a thousand feet in 
hight. and covering a great space of ter- 
ritory. This dump is the accumulation 
of ages, and stands out on the low plain 
at the base of the sharply vising mount- 
ain range in a manner so significant of 
the awful forces of the 'water-spout-, or 
what-not that have prevailed in that 
part of the range. The only acce-,t to 
the ledges at present, is through tins 
gieat nariow sluice-box of nature, for a 
distance of a do/en n'ile-,: at time-, the 
walls thereof are at loa^t eight hundred 
feet in hight, ami ovuhaugiug. The 
marks of the tm-ible rush of grinding 
bowlder-, arc as clearly set forth in many 
places, as i£ made yesterday. 


As the location of the mines is ap- 


proached, their surface indications arc 
most wonderfully marked, as is the soca- 
tion itself. The latter is over si\ thou- 
sand feet above the level of the sea, and 
is a soil of scooped out bowl at the head 
of the main canyon, with a lim of iron 
mountain ridge looming up in the back- 
ground to an additional altitude of ovei 
three thousand feet. 
Our iufcumant 


vas told that on the opposite. 01 eastern 
side, of the Panamint range, there is a 
gorge and dump on the Death Valley 
plain, quita like those described here- 
tofore 


The spurs of mountain containing the 


ledges, put into the gorge and the basin, 
as we may call it, and being cut across 
sharply by the action of the elements, 
the quartz is exposed and ns clearly 
marked for miles, as if they were great 
chalk lines. 
The question of their 


depth to an important degree, is thus 
settled in advance by nature's hand. 
They are not, however, confined to a 
certain direction otherwise, and, more- 
over, being imbedded in a slate forma- 
tion as a rule, there is a question of per- 
manency to be settled 
v> ith respect to 


Panamint. 
Surface rock of sufficient 


value to justify present expenditures, 
seems to be abundant. 


There is only room for one street in 


the new town of Panamint, and Jones- 
ville is but a continuation of the said 
street toward the main range, and is the 
site of the mills in course of construc- 
tion; Senator Stewart is the presiding 
genius of this Aladdin's cave, and the 
only circulating medium to speak of at 
present, are " orders " signed " W. M. 
Stewart.'' These promises to 'pay are to 
be seun in store, 'saloon and on the 
gambling tables, in sizes from one dollar 
up to five hundred. To show the won- 
derful energy of that man Stewart, our 
informant says that the Senator got 
anxious in regard to some freight m the 
direction of San Bernardino, 180 miles 
away, and ho mounted a mule in the 
middle of the night and started with the 
intention of making the entire distance 
in thirty-six hours! and at last accounts, 
le was well on the way at that rate. He 
ould immediately return to the scene 
f his rough labors in tho wilds of Pan- 
iiint, from where he must also hurry 
;ain to the Capital of Washington to 
ttke part in the business of the United 
tates Senate. Verily, "theie were gl- 
uts in those days,'1 and the .world will 
aidly ever look upon their like again.
